G.S.E. 27 (E),—^Whereas the draft of the Board of Trustees of the Port of 
Bombay (Procedure at Board Meetings) Rules, 1974 was published aa required by 
Sub-section (2) of section 122 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1903) at 
pages 2101—2104 of the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub- 
Section (i) dated the 6th November, 1974, under the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India In the Ministry of Shipping and Transport (Transport Wing) No. 
G.S.R. 461(E), dated the 6th November, 1974, inviting objections and suggestions 
ffom all persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of a period of forty- 
five days from the date of publication of the said notification In the Official 
Gazette; 

AND WHEREAS the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 
Ilth November, 1974; 

AND WHEREAS no objection'- and suggestions have been received from the 
public; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 122 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby make the following 
rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and application.— (1) These rules may be called the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Bombay (Procedure at Board Meetings) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shaU, subject-to the provisions of section 16 of the Act, apply to the 
business transacted at the meetings of the Board of Trustees of the port of 
Bombay. 

2. Frequency nf meetings.—(1) A meeting of the Board shaU be held at least 
once in every month. 

(2) The Board shall from time to time determine the place, dated and time 
of its meeting; 

Provided that where the Board is unable to do so for any reason, the Chair¬ 
man may do so for reasons to be recorded in writing. 

3. Calling of special meetings,—^The Chairman or in his absence Deputy 
Chairman it appointed may, whenever he thinks fit, and shall upon the written 
request of not less than three Trustees, call a special meeting. 

4. Circulation of agenda etc.—Agenda and notes or memoranda thereon, if 
any, for any meeting of the Board shall be circulated to the Trustees atleast 
three days before the date of the meeting: 

Provided that in the case of a special meeting, such Agenda and notes or 
memoranda thereon shaU be circulated atleast one day before the date of the 
meeting. 

5. Discussion of Items not included in the agenda.—The Chairman or in hift 
absence Deputy Chairman, if appointed may, at his discretion, include for dis¬ 
cussion at any of the meetings of the Board, includine a special meeting, any 
item not included in the agenda if the same is, in his opinion, of sufficient 
importance or urgency or both and cannot be held over for the consideration 
of the Board at any subsequent meeting. 
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6, Poll; —If a poll is demanded on any question, the names of the Trustees 
voting and the nature of their votes shall be recorded by the President of the 
meeting. 

7, Minutes of the meeting.—(l) Minutes of the proceedings at each meeting 
•of the Board shall be recorded in a book to be provided by the Board for this 
purpose, which shall be signed as soon as practicable by the President of such 
meeting and shall be open to inspection by any Trustee during office hours. 

(2) Minutes of the proceedings excepting such portion thereof as the Chair¬ 
man or, irf his absence Deputy Chairman, if appointed, may direct In any parti¬ 
cular Case, shall also be open to the inspection of the public at the office of the 
Board during office hours. 

(3) The names of the Trustees present at each meeting shall be recorded in 
the minutes book. 

Explanatlcm.—Vor the purposes of this rule and, rule D* the expression "Presi¬ 
dent” shall mean the Chairman or, in his absence the Deputy Chairman, if 
appointed, and in the absence of both, any person chosen by the Trustees present 
from among themselves. 

8. Ac^oUnunent of meetings.—The President of a meeting may. with its con¬ 
sent, adjourn it to a later dated which shall either be announced at the meeting 
or communicated to the Trustees at least three days before the date of the 
meeting.

(2) They shall, subject to the provisions of section 18 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 ( 38 of 1963), apply to the Board of Trustees of the port of 
Bombay. 

2. Fees payable.—Every Trustee of the Board, other than the Chairman, 
.Xleputy Chairman, or any other Trustee who is a servant of the Government, 
shall be entitled to a fee of— 

(i) rupees thirty for attendance at each ordinary or special meeting' of the 

Board at which a quantum is present and business is transacted and 
which he attends from the beginning to the end thereof; 

Provided that the aggregate amount of fees payable to any Tru.stee in 
respect of the meetings held during any calendar month shall not in 
any case exceed rupees two hundred; 

(ii) rupees fifteen for attendance at each meeting of any committee, other 

than the meeting of the committee held on the same day in conti¬ 
nuation or preparatory to, an ordinary or special meeting of the 
Board, at Which business is transacted and which he attends from 
the beginning to the end thereof. 

3. Payment of travelling allowance.—^All outstatlon Trustees attending any 
meeting of the Board or any of its committees shall, in addition to such fee as is 
payable under rule 2, be entitled to receive travelling allowance on the scale 
applicable to the highest class of officers of the Central Government but shall 
not be entitled to receive any daily allowance. 

4. Payment of certain allowances to a Trustee who Is a Government servant. 

A Trustee who is a servant of the Government and who attends any meeting of 
the Board or of any of its committees shall be entitled to receive travelling 
allowance and daily allowance in accordance with the provisions of the service 
rules applicable to him.

( 3 ) They shall apply to the Port Trust of Bombay. 

2 . Definitions.— In these regulations unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) "Act" means the Major Port Trusts Act. 1963 (38 of 1963); 

(b) “Port” means the port of Bombay; 

(c) “section” means a section of the Act. 

3. Form of Receipt under sub^isecdon (2) of section 42. —Every receipt referred tO 
n S I) -1 ictio.n (2) of sectron 42 shall be given in the form annexed to these rcgnlations. 

4. Period of responsibility and the period of notice under section 43 -^— '(i) No 
responsibility shall attach to the Board under section 43 after a period of seven clear Wort¬ 
hing days from the date of taking charge of the goods by the Board, in respect of such goods. 

(2) The notice of loss of, or damage to, the goods of Which the Board has taken charge 
shall be given Within a period of .seven clear Working days from the date of taking charge of 
such goods by the Board. 

Exph-tation.-^-ln computing the period of seven clear Working days referred to in sub- 
regulation (t) or sub-regulation (z), account shall not be taken of the day of taking charge oe 
the goods.

6, Poll.— If a poll is demanded on any question, the names of the Trustees 
voting and the nature of their votes shall be recorded by the President of the 
meeting. 

7. Minutes of the meeting,— (1) Minutes of the proceedings at each meeting 
of the Boprd sball be recorded in a book to be provided by the Board for this 
purpose, which shall be signed as soon as practicable by the President of such 
meeting and shall be open to inspection by any Trustee during office hours, 

(2) Minutes of the p>roceedings excepting such portion thereof as the Chair¬ 
man or, in his absence Deputy Chairman, if appointed, may direct in any parti¬ 
cular case, shall also be open to the inspection of the'publlc at the office of tho 
Board during office hours.

1974. inviting objections and sugges¬ 
tions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of a period of 
forty-five days from the date of publication of the said notification in the Official 
Gazirtte; 

And whereas, the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 11th 
November, 1974; 

And whereas no objections and suggeBtlons have been received from the 
public; 

Now, therefore. In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 123 of the said Act. the Central Government hereby makes the follovnng 
rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and application.—^(l) These rules may be caUed the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Madras (Procedure at Board Meetings) Rules, 197,6. 

(2) They ahall, subject to the provisions of section 16 of the Mai or Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), apply to the business transacted at the meetiitgs of the 
Board of Trustees of the port of Madras. 

a. Frequency of meetings. —(1) A meeting of the Board shall be held at least 
once in every month. 

Vi) The Board shall from time to time determine the place, date and Erne of 
its meeting; 

Provided that where the Board is unable to do so for any reason, the Chair¬ 
man may do so for reasons to be recorded In writing, 

3. CaUlng of special meeHngs.—^The Chairman or in his absence Deputy 
Chairman if appointed may, whenever he thinks fit, and shall uoon the written 
request of not less than three Trustees, call a special meeting. 

4. Circulation of agenda etc. —^Agenda and notes or memoranda thereon, if 
any, for any meeting of the Board shall be circulated to the Trustees atieaat 
three days before the date of the meeting; 

Provided that in the case of a special meeting, such Agenda and notes or 
memoranda thereon shall be circulated atleast one day before the date of the 
meeting. 

fi. Discussion of Items not Included in the agenda.— The Chairman or in his 
absence Deputy Chairman, if appointed may, at his discretion, include for dl»- 
cusaion at any of the meetings of the Board, including a special meeting, any 
item not included in the agenda if the same is, in his opinion, of sufficient 
importance or urgency or both and cannot he held over for the consideration of 
the Board at any subsequent meeting. 

B. Poll.—If a poll is demanded on anv question, the names of the Trustees 
voting and the nature of their vote.s shall he recorded by the President of the 
meeting. 

7, Minutes of the meeting.—( 1 ) Minutes of the proceedings at each meeting of 
the Board shall be recorded in a book to be provided by the Board for this pur¬ 
pose, which shall be signed as soon as practicable by the President of such 
meeting and shall be open to Inspection by any Trustee during office hours. 

(2) Minutes of the proceedings excepting such portion thereof as the Chairs 
man or. in his absence Deputy Chairman, if appointed, may direct in any parti¬ 
cular case, shall also be open to the inspection of the public at the ofiftce ^ the 
Board during office hours. 

(3) The names of the Trustees present at each meqtina «haR be recorded Ipj 
the minutes book. 
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Explanation ,—^For tha piiiposj.; oH liiis rulo slid rule- B, the- exputsiiioi?. ‘'Presi¬ 
dent” shall mean the Chairman or. in his absence the Deputy Chaiinuiu if

8. Al^oununent of meetings.—The President of a meeting may. with its con¬ 
sent. adjourn It to a later date which shall either be announced at the meeting 
or communicated to the Trustees at least three days before the date of the 
meeting.

G.S.B, 35(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 126, read with, 
section 42 and 43, of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following first regulations, namely;— 

1. Short title, commencement and appUodtlon. —(1) These regulations may 
be called the Port ot Madras (Responsibility for Goods) Regulations, 1975, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Offickd 
Gazette. 

(3) They shall apply to the Port Trust of Madras. 

2 . Oeflnitiona.—In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires,.— 

(a) ‘‘Act” means the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1063); 

(b) “Port” means the port of Madras; 

(c) “section" means a section of the Act. 

3. Form of Receipt under sub section (2) of section 42.—Every receipt referred 
to in sub-section (2) of section 42 shall be given in the form annexed to these 
regulations. 

4 Period of responsibility and the period of notice under seetton 43.—<1) No 
responsibility shall attach to the Board under section 43 after a period of seven 
clesir working days from the date of taking charge of the goods by the Board, In 
respect of such goods. 

(2) The notice of loss of, or damage to, the goods of which the Board ha» 
taken charge shall be given within a period of seven clear working days from 
the date of taking charge of s\ich goods by the Board. 

Explanation.—In computing the period of seven clear working days referred 
to in sub-regulation (1) or s\m-rcgulation (2), account shall not be taken of the. 
day of taking charge of the goods.
